As the guest speaker this 
month in “Exploring Design,” 
the BSA lecture series at the 
Boston Public Library on May 
20, Pritchett recounts his recent 


travels through Brazil, China 
and India. He shares his obser- 
vations of landscape, city- 
building and architecture as ex- 
tensions of cultural narratives. 

As the 2007 recipient of 
the BSA’s prestigious Rotch 
Travelling Scholarship, Pritchett 
traveled internationally for nine 
months studying architecture 
and urbanism. 

Pritchett earned his under- 
graduate degree in environ- 
mental design and his Master 
of Architecture at Montana 
State University-Bozeman. 

In Montana, he worked for 


Jonathan Foote Architects, 
Bitnar Architects and Medicine 
Hat Design (now Praxis). In 
2004, he moved to the Boston 
area, where he worked for 
Charles Rose Architects. 
Recently, he relocated to 
Chicago, where he now works 
at Kujawa Architecture and is a 
facilitator at Archeworks.

ARCHITECT AND MIT 
PROFESSOR Rahul Mehrotra 
serves as guest provocateur in 
the BSA’s “Conversations on 
Architecture” series on May 13. 
In these monthly design 
explorations hosted by Brian 
Healy AIA, leading architects, 
landscape architects, planners, 
educators and designers gather 
to discuss the current state of 
architecture. 

Mehrotra formed his prac- 
tice in 1990 and has worked 
extensively in India on projects 
ranging from interior and reuse 
projects to historic preservation, 
urban design and architectural 
commissions. He discusses four 
projects in India: a Hewlett 
Packard campus in Bangalore, 
a corporate office building in 
Hyderabad, low-cost hous- 
ing for elephants and mahouts 


near Jaipur, and a campus for 
street and slum children near 
Mumbai. 

As director of the Master of 
Science in Architecture Studies 
program at MIT, Mehrotra has 
written and lectured extensively 
on architecture, conservation 
and urban planning. He studied 
at the School of Architecture 
at Ahmedabad and earned his 
master’s in urban design at 
Harvard University’s Graduate 
School of Design.

Brandon Shigeta wins $37,000 
for world tour 


BRANDON SHIGETA of Torrance, California, has been named the 2009 Rotch 
Travelling Scholar. 

As winner of the BSA’s prestigious two-stage annual design competition for de- 
signers age 35 and younger, Shigeta receives a stipend of $37,000 to spend eight months 
traveling throughout the world. He plans to study architecture in Japan, China, 
Vietnam and Thailand. 

As first runner-up, Eric Weyant of Somerville is invited to compete in next year’s 
final competition without re-entering the preliminary stage and is the 2009 alternate 
if Shigeta declines the scholarship. 

This year’s finalists also included Edward Baxter of Jamaica Plain, Christian 
Blomquist of Walpole, Alice Carey of Cambridge, Snehal Intwala of Providence, 
Rhode Island, Christopher Johnson of New York and John Mitchell of Revere. 

Thirty-seven competitors participated in the preliminary competition. They were 
asked to design a canopy system in Downtown Crossing so the Brattle Annex Book 
Shop could operate a temporary storefront on an empty parcel next door. The design 
challenge called for a solution that encourages both daytime and nighttime pedestrian 
traffic. 

In the second phase of the design competition, the eight finalists were charged with 
developing an interdisciplinary design incubator for the creative economy on a site in 
Boston’s historically industrial New Market area. The problem focused on the adaptive 
reuse and transformation of the Boston Ice Company’s ice storage warehouse. 

In his winning scheme, Shigeta presented a solution that preserves the building’s 
existing concrete shell, while introducing natural light into the occupied spaces by 
punching small holes in the exterior. 

Established in 1883 for the advancement of education in architecture, the Rotch 
Travelling Scholarship is the oldest of its kind in the United States. For more informa- 
tion, visit rotchscholarship.org.

IN JUNE, COMMON BOSTON 
hosts a weekend festival featur- 
ing more than 40 open build- 
ings, neighborhood tours, 
exhibits and events concentrated 
around four greater Boston 
“Common Points.” The focus 
on Ashmont/Peabody Square, 
Forest Hills, Chinatown and 
Fort Point Channel allows the 
general public to explore good 
design that benefits communi- 
ties and provides designers the 
opportunity to connect with 
community members and learn 
about the public’s vision for 


these neighborhoods. 

The “Inbound” neighbor- 
hoods—South Dorchester and 
Jamaica Plain—are featured on 
June 20, Despite their proximity 
to each other, these two neigh- 
borhoods offer distinct perspec- 
tives on the future of design and 
growth in core urban neighbor- 
hoods. Both communities are 
changing rapidly due to major 
new developments that are 
located near T stations. 

Peabody Square is the trans- 
port and commercial center 
of Dorchester’s Saint Mark’s 
area, and the neighborhood's 
residents are actively involved

Fad? Or viable building type? 


MORE THAN 50 YEARS AGO, the introduction of shipping crates transformed the 
transportation industry by lowering freight costs and improving the transport of 
goods all over the world. Though they reaped glories for the trade industries, crates’ 
innate value has been short-lived as the containers are often abandoned after use. 
Today, sustainability and affordability concerns have created new life for the ship- 
ping crate in the realm of architecture. The incredibly sturdy, though quite simple, 


Architecture firm LOT-EK designed PUMA City as a modular 
system that ships as a conventional cargo container. 
Covering panels fully seal the actual structures during travel, 
protecting each unit from the elements while crossing the 
open ocean. Once the structures reach land, these panels are 
removed and connected together, forming the open interior 
spaces. Builtin China, PUMA City was shipped to Alicante 
(the race's official port village in Spain) and assembled in just 
two weeks, Once the boats left port, PUMA City was dis- 
sembled and shipped across the Atlantic Ocean to await the 
arrival of the Volvo Ocean Race in Boston Harbor. Photo- 
graph by Danny Bright.

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Exploring the future 


A “MULLET HOUSE” DESIGN 
by Jung Min Nam of Harvard 
University’s Graduate School of 
Design took top honors in the 
BSA’s In the Pursuit of Housing 
competition, 

This third biennial ideas 
competition co-sponsored 
by the BSA and Architectural 
Record challenges young de- 
signers to address the housing 
needs of their generation. 

The jury—consisting of 
Hansy Better Barraza AIA, 
LEED AP, principal of Studio 
Luz; Elisabeth Broome, man- 
aging editor of Architectural 
Record, Tiffany Lin, principal 
of LinOldham Office; and Mark 
Pasnik, principal of over,under 
and co-director of pinkcomma 
gallery—examined 130 submis- 
sions and identified six propos- 
als that stood out. 


FIRST PLACE 
“Toward the Emerald Necklace, 


Housing as a Visual Meditation” 


designed by Jung Min Nam 
(Harvard University Graduate 
School of Design, Cambridge) 
The jury termed this housing 
proposal the “mullet” scheme, 
since it is all business up front 
and a party in the back. The 
project clearly mediates two 
very different street conditions. 
One facade offers a traditional 
face to the pedestrian street, 
with its compact design in 
keeping with the neighboring 
residential buildings. The back 
facade loosens to embrace an 
adjacent park, which is part of 
Boston’s Emerald Necklace. 
Residents and the public enjoy 
unfettered views and access to 
the park, thanks to open yards 
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and units designed for ideal 
sightlines. Spaces between each 
unit bring daylight deep into 
the project. As each modular 
unit is added, it produces a 
beneficial effect for the adjacent 
ones, defining a boundary for 

a garden or providing welcome 
shade. 


SECOND PLACE 
“Biodynamic Dwelling” designed 
by Amber Ellett Associate AIA 
(University of Nebraska-Lincoln) 
This upwardly mobile solu- 
tion to the American double- 
wide problem takes a serious 
and critical look at a prolific 
housing type’s contemporary 
and future issues. The proposed 
design offers an adaptable, flex- 
ible alternative to the static and 
inefficient design of traditional 
trailer homes. In this case, the 
lightweight dwelling rests on a 
rotating mechanism modeled 
after a swing bridge. Units ro- 
tate according to solar orienta- 
tion for passive heating/cooling, 
and residents also can manually 
rotate the housing to accom- 
modate personal preferences— 
for example, swinging units 
to face toward or away from 
each other, or to create large 
communal spaces or semi- 
private courtyards. A geother- 
mal unit anchors each unit to 
the ground. The proposal also 
includes a ramp, making this a 
rare example of a trailer home 
that is accessible by design. 


THIRD PLACE 

“(rejlive: Re-establishing 
Toronto's lost ‘hydro-culture” 
designed by Paul Alexander 
Cohoon (University of Waterloo,

Cambridge, Ontario) 

In this design, the jury was 
excited to find that extra space 
is actually charged with deliver- 
ing something extra. Although 
dilapidated docks have become 
Toronto’s lakefront norm, peo- 
ple once flocked to the beaches 
on Lake Ontario for swimming 
and amusement parks. This 
proposal for mid-rise urban 
housing capitalizes on the ci 
historic and idyllic notions of 
“living on the water” by creat- 
ing communal and public spac- 
es around interior lap pools, 
hot tubs and saunas. Several 
pools serve as focal points of 
the complex, with swimmers on 
display in order to animate the 
communal life of the building. 
n its use of an unconventional 
program in a conventional 
building type, this housing 
becomes more than a place to 
sleep and eat; it also provides a 
place to relax and enjoy life with 
a larger community. 


HONORABLE MENTIONS 
“After the Big Box” designed by 
Jesus Rodriguez Jr. and Alexis 
Flores (Dallas) 

This proposal suggests 
a promising solution to the 


increasing problem of aban- 
doned big-box retail plaguing 
the country. The prototype calls 
for the preservation of a Dallas 
store’s original steel structure, 
exterior masonry walls and 
open roof joists, which are used 
as canopies for new housing 
units and parks that plug in 
below. Five different unit types 
serve a diverse group of poten- 
tial residents, offering space for 
families, individuals, room- 


mates, live/work situations and 
seniors. The roofscape and new 
solar panels make the structure 
more sustainable and increase 
the impression of the gardens 
being well-defined outdoor 
rooms, 


“Why (Not) Cincinnati?” 
designed by James F. Eckler Jr. 
(Cincinnati) 

This proposal envisioned 
a thoughtful approach to 
transforming Cincinnati from 
a nine-to-five city into a vibrant 
place with around-the-clock 
activity. The design offers a 
prototype for layering park- 
ing, retail, cafés, restaurants 
and housing in a vertical stack, 
which is used as infill develop- 
ment for sites where buildings 
were razed. With the city’s 
downtown growing for the 
first time in decades, it seems a 
viable plan for presenting new 
housing in existing urban areas, 
rather than creating new hous- 
ing on virgin sites. 


“Hidden Oasis” designed by Se 
La Lim (Seoul, Korea) 

This prototype for a mat 
housing typology in Seoul, 
Korea, was one of the few pro- 
posals that considered making 
private outdoor space a part 
of the housing agenda. The 
complex solution includes seven 
unit types in a two-story build- 
ing. Outdoor spaces are created 
between rooms within units, 
and these well-scaled court- 
yards give residents a place to 
grill, picnic, grow plants or oth- 
erwise enjoy the outdoors, and 
provide a central organizing 
device for the individual units.
